GEN. R. E. LEE.
The True Cause of his Death.

Drs. R. L. Madison and H. T. Bar-
ton, attending physicians of Gen. R.
E. Lee, have contributed to the Rich-
moud and Louisviile. Medical Journ-
al u detailed account of his last sick-
ness and the treatment pursued.
They sum up the case in the follow-
ing manner :

“We bad long been painfully im-
pressed with the conviction that de-
pressing moral causes wereslowly but
steadily undermining Gen. ee's
health in a ratio far exceeding the in-
towds of mere physical disease. In-
deed, how could it be otherwise ? The
terrible strain upon him during the
momentous campaigns of 1863 and
1564, the ggony of mind endured at
Appomattox, the wail that went up
ftom widows and orphans all over the
desolated and ruined S8outh, the bank-
rupt eondition of his native State,
the mute and eloguent woe appealing
to bim on all sides, were enough, and
more than enougn, to bow his migh-
ty gpirit, and to erush out, with fatal
tremd, the energies of his life, And
more than this, with all this mighty
sorrow weighing hima down he ever
preserved n calm, serene and even
cheerful exterior. Few, even of his
most  intimate friends, knew the
deptha of his anguish, rendered all
the keener, all the more poignant, by
the very effort to repress it. He felt
it hys duty to mncva‘ it, even while
consninus that, like the Promethean
vulture, it was tearing away his heart.
No man less heroie than himself, no
man less sustained by Christian faith
and Christian prineiple, could have
borne his burden for an hour. Yet,
even with him, it was only a questio:
of time. General Lee died of a bro-
ken heart, and its strings were snap-
ped at Appomattox ! In reference to
the proximate cause of his death, we
were of he opinion that it was due to
passive congestion of the brain, not
proceeding far enough to produce ap-
oplexy or effusion. There was no
positive evidence of accute softening
of cerebritis, or of embolism. There
was no paralysis of motion or sensa-
tion, but marked debility from the
first. His symptoms, in many re-
spects, resembled concussion, without
its attendant syocope. The treat-

The Great Event of the Woeek.

The great event of the week, con-
sidered as to its importance to Ger-
many and to the future of Europe,
was the acceptance of the Tmperial
Crown by King Willium of Prussia,
It oceurred on the anniversary of the
cornation of Fredrick 1., the first
king of Prussin, at the very ciose of
the seventeenth century, 270 years
ago. Fredrick; the elector of Bruwd-
enburg, was a comp-ratively wenlk
prince, having received an unfortun-
ate injury when a child. He was son
of him who was ealled the *“Great
Elector.,” His vigorous ane stors
had prepared a road to Kingship.

The Kulser or Emperor of Germas
ny, with his capital at Vienna, had
often received most fmportant ald
from the 30-000 high- bred soldiers of
the Elector’s army, and desired their
support for the future. He had with-
in three years permitted the crowne
ing of the King of Poland, and had
elevated the ruank of the Prince of
Hanover. Fredrick therefore becnma
importunate for the long-promised

rivilege or & cornation as King ol

russis,

It was obtained on the 16th of Noe
vember, 1700. The frst application
was accompanied with a bribe, of 1)«
O thalers, 375,000, offered to the
chief ﬂpl}(hillg minister or Hofruth of
the Kai«er, which was rejected. It is
said by some, and denied Ly others,
that the bribe was then offered 1o and
accepted by Father Wolle, the ehjef
Jesuit at Vienna, whose influence
with the Kalser prevailgd.

At all events Fredrick might get
himself erowned, still holding, hwev-
er a certain suberdination in the Im-
perial family.

There were two persons to be
crowned—electo™ and electress—man
and wife, one in luw, but instern fact
two very different persons, It is lm-
portant to speak of them ns two per-
sons, in order that the fact may go to
the eredit of womanhood, that If the
man and his wife were one, that onsa
was Sophia Charlotte, in shaping the
future destiny of Prussin and transfer-
ring the Imperial Crown o Germany
from the Hupsburg to the Hohenzole
lern family—the final act of which
was consuinated lust week.

Having got the permission to bha
crowned, Fredriek proceeded to ninke
extensive preparation for that event.
He would be crowned at Konigsherg
the capital city of Prussia, far away
from Berlin, through tangled forests,
begry wildernessea, aud tor the most
pitrt over corduroy roads, He ordered
30,000 post-horses (o be provided at
the several stations, and the party set

out on the 17th of Decembwr, tn toid-
winter, with 1 5K carriages—such a
calvacade as wus never seen in those
parts Lefore.
